The  teaching  staff  of  the  Chester  schools  remains  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  year.  Music,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Hinkle,  continues  to  be  enjoyed  by  all  the  pupils. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  necessary,  because  of 
the  size  of  the  intermediate  grades  of  the  Village  School, 
to  group  grades  1,  3,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  7,  8  together.  This  ad- 
justment has  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

During  the  current  year  we  have  taken  initial  steps  to- 
ward the  installation  of  a  modern  and  widely  adopted  system 
of  reading  in  the  first  grade  of  the  Village  School.  It  is 
essential  that  pupils  be  taught  to  read  gradually  under  the 
guidance  of  the  teacher.  The  system  so  started  attacks  the 
problem  in  an  efficient  manner.  By  the  complete  adoption 
of  the  method  in  all  the  primary  grades  of  Chester  a  child 
may  more  adequately  be  taught  to  find  profit  and  pleasure  in 
the  printed  page. 
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New  arithmetics  have  been  purchased  for  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  of  the  Chester  Schools  and  work-books  to  ac- 
company the  Social  Science  books  which  were  recently  adopted 
for  grades  7-8  are  now  being  used.  By  the  use  of  these  work- 
books a  more  efficient  use  of  pupil  and  teacher  time  will 
result. 

A  new  language  series  has  been  installed  in  some  of  the 
grades.  It  is  quite  necessary  that  more  of  the  same  type 
of  materials  be  furnished  other  grades.  One  of  the  funda- 
mental aims  of  education  is  to  teach  the  pupil  to  express 
himself  in  oral  and  written  form. 

In  looking  to  the  text  book  needs  of  the  Chester  schools 
for  the  next  few  years  our  attention  should  center  on,  besides 
the  materials  previously  mentioned,  general  science  text 
books  for  grades  7-8,  dictionaries  for  all  grades,  readers  grade 
5,  and  arithmetics  grade  3. 

The  changed  report  card  seems  to  have  been  well  received, 
while  the  new  office  record  system  has  proven  to  be  complete 
and  efficient  to  administer.  The  calendar  as  adopted  for  this 
year,  the  so-called  eight  week  system,  is  designed  to  diminish 
pupil  fatigue  during  the  winter  and  early  spring  teams. 

Standard  mental  tests  have  been  given  to  each  pupil  in 
grades  2  through  8.  Before  the  close  of  the  year  the  first 
grade  pupils  will  be  given  a  similar  test.  These  test  results 
are  invaluable  to  a  teacher  in  guiding  a  pupil's  progress. 

Some  attention  should  be  given  to  the  housing  conditions 
of  the  grammar  grade  children  of  the  Village  School.  Desks 
should  be  resurfaced,  toilet  facilities  improved,  and  the  school 
room  should  be  painted. 

May  I  say  in  closing  that  by  the  co-operation  of  parents, 
townspeople,  and  school  officials  we  may  realize  the  best 
educational  opportunities  for  the  Chester  youth.
